War. But that overlooks those who 
Sed unsung-^Special Forces men 
ost in combat in places like Laos 
and pilots who disappeared in the 
Japan Sea on training flights.

dollar cost: $13.7 billion for eco- 
nomic aid and $8.1 billion for mil- 
tary aid in the Far East from

Almost All 
Cotton Picked 
by Machines 


BY WICK TEMPLE 


Gone are the days when the 


strong hand picked most of, Ar- 
kansas' cotton. This fall picking 
machines will harvest 80 per cent 
of the crop. 


The harvest is underway and 


the machines creep through the 
fields in every cotton-growing sec- 
tion of the state, says Harold 
Ohlendorf,, president of the Arkan- 
sas Farm Bureau. 


But the machines did not drive 


laborers from 
the fields, 
say 


sources informed on the farm la- 
bor situation. 


There has been a steady decline 


in farm workers since the end o( 
World War II and farmers had to 
buy the machines to assure har- 
vesting of their crops, said! George 
Ropp of the Farm Labor Division 
ol the state Employment Secur- 
ity Division. 


There has .b'een no actual dis!-' 


placement of workers by ma- 
chines," Ropp said, "the machines 
came to alleviate the shortage of 
workers." 


Ohlendorf agrees. Most people 


don't want to do that kind of work 
any more," he said. Low wages 
and poor conditions drove workers 
out of the fields by the thousancfe: 
Many of them moved to Arkansas 
cities, but Popp says most of them 
went north. 


There is still a demand for 


farm laborers to harvest the 20 
per cent of the crop the machines 
don't touch. In 1962, 70,330 work- 
ers applied to the ESD for farm 
jobs and 68,633 were placed in 
jobs. 


The Mexican farm labor pro- 


gram was instituted to make up 
shortages caused, by the exodus 
from the farms, but now Congress 
is phasing out that program and 
the demand for domestic workers 
will be a greater than ever. 


And the ESD also is conducting 


an intensive campaign to get 
peopfe to run1 tKei cotton picking, 
machines. 


Ropp sjaid theyei were 6,815 


machines in Arkansas in 1962, 4,- 
410 one-row pickers and 2,405 two- 
row machines. The Agricultural 
Extension Service of the Uni- 
sity of Arkansas says the number 
of two-row machines is increasing 
as farmers trade in their one-row 
pickers. 


Ohlendorf s a y s a one-row 


machine can pick IBo acres of a 
crop in a season. That's five to 
10 ginned bales a day depending 
onf how much cotton is openl in 
a field 


A good field hand can pick 200 


to 300 pounds of seed cotton a 
day, Ohlendorf said, and: it takes 
1,500 
pounds of seed cotton to 


make a 500-pound ginned bale. 


Bill Spivev, Pulaskj 
County1 


Agent, says machine-picked cotton 
usually is from one to two grades 
lower than hand-picked cotton be- 
cause the machines pick up so 
much 
unusable material. Yopp 


saidi a machine-picked bale is 
worth an average of $5 less than 
a hand-picked bale. 


For that reason, Spivey said, 


farmers would rather use laborers', 
but too often they cannot get 
enough of them. Many: farmers 
have machines as insurance" 
and use hand labor if they can 
get it. 


The farm workers moving to the 


city present a sociological pro- 
blem. Most of them are untrained 
and have difficulty finding jobs. 
The ESD is trying to put as many 
as possible back on the farm, 
Ropp said. 


The machines are 
expensive 


and! 
the mere who know how to 


operate them can make up to $1.50 
an hour in some areas, Ropp said. 
The two-row machine costs be- 
tween $15,000 and $18,000 and the 
one-row picker costs $8,000, Ohlen- 
dorf said. 


Ohlendorf 
estimated

machine could take the place of 
.30 to 50 hatadsl., That; would mean 
Arkansas' 6815 machines could do 
the work of 272,600 workers.

And how about bills? Can it be 


egally established that the wife, 
winging no money into the union,

Dear Concerned: I am not a 


awyer but I do have something 
of the detective in me. Read'jng 
Jetween the lines of your letter

ne way you think she should. 
Generally speaking, unless bank- 
rupt,, you are legally responsible 
for the bills. However, while, the 
Nile- is not liable, there are cer- 
tain exceptions.

entitled to one-half,, or one-third, 
of the deceased's, estate. But hj 
all matters of law your safest bet 
is to consult an attorney.

Dear Helen: I am seeking a 


book or treatise on the legal as- 
lects o( marriage. Could you tell 
me what rules and responsibilities 
are ethical, moral and legal? It 
is essential that I familiarize my- 
self .with marriage laws in the 
United States, particularly Con- 
necticut. 


Also, what are the financial re- 


sponsibilities of a husband and the 
status of a working wife? Should 
not they1 pool finances, husband 
as senior partner and head of the 
household, wife as junior partner 
and! helpmate? Has he the au- 
thority to direct the spending of 
these resources for their common 
good? 


And how about bills? Can it be 


legally established that the wife, 
bringing no money into the union, 
thought working,, owns nothing 
but that all moneys are the com- 
mon property of both? In other 
words, not I, but we? —Con- 
cerned Husband. 


Dear Concerned: I am not a 


lawyer but I do have something 
of the detective in me. Readling 
between the lines of your letter 
I gather that, although your wife 
Works, she does not contribute fi- 
nancially to your marriage in 
the way ytou think she should. 
Generally speaking, unlessi bank- 
rupt,, you are legally responsible 
for the bills. However, while. the 
wife-is not liable, there are cer- 
tain exceptions. A lawyer is check- 
ing them for me, I shall print the 
answers in next Saturday's col- 
umn.

Kuchler's 
Law. of Marriage." 


And don't forget, husbands (not 
wives) can be sued for nonsup- 
port. While this may seem eco- 
nomically unfair the historical 
and sociological justification is un- 
questionable. 


Ideally, husband and wife should 


be equal partners, each having 
one vote on the distribution and 
expenditure of their resources. 
Many a gullible wife has been 
hornswoggled into all sorts of di- 
sastrous, financial schemes by the 
alleged authority of the so-called 
senior partner since the husband 


is nol, always.more practical in 
'money matters than h'is wife. In 
fact,, from what I have observed, 
it is more likely to be the other 
way around. 


The moral and! ethical respon- 


sibilities of marriage partners are 
usually determined by your reli- 
gion. Indirectly, they are also gov- , 
erned by the various grounds for 
divorce established by the differ- 
ent states. In Connecticut they 
are: adultery, cruelty, alcoholism, 
desertion,.' felony fraudulent con- 
tract and' five years of insanity. 


In regard to wills most states 


rule that the surviving spouse is 
entitled to one-half, or one-third, 
of the deceased's, estate. But in 
all matters of law your safest bet 
is to consult an attorney. Send 
a stamped, self-addressed enve- 
lope for my leaflet, Financial 
Troubles." Much of it deals with 
the questions you raise.
